Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10, 17-24, 39 and 42-57 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Hong et al. appears to be the closest prior art reference. However, this prior art 
reference does not teach or renders obvious a semiconductor device having the 
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structure arrangement as claimed that includes at least one light emitting element over 
the at least one thin film transistor. 

This prior art reference does not teach or renders obvious a semiconductor 
device having the structure arrangement as claimed that includes at least one light 
emitting element over the second insulating film.
